approves rezoning request

The New Brockton Town 
Council gave a go-ahead 
Monday evening, Oct. 1, when 
it voted to approve a rezoning 
request ‘from the planning and 
zoning commission. 

Council member Jeff White 
said the planning and zoning 
commission held two required 
public hearings regarding the 
rezoning issue and voted to 
move forward. During Monday 
evening’s town council meeting, 
he said it was now before the 
council for a decision, 

The rezoning request involves 
two zoning areas within ‘the 
town that have been zoned as 
mixed residential, which allows 
for manufactured homes to be 
placed on sites, The rezoning 
request changes the two areas 
from mixed residential to R-2- 
which allows only for site-built 
homes. 

White made a motion to 
change the zoning for the two 
areas per the request of the plan- 
ning and zoning commission. 
He received a second from 
council member Richard 
Driskell. 

The motion passed with a 4-1 
vote. Council member Johnnie 
Herron cast the lone opposing 
vote. 

According to officials, manu- 
factured homes already in these 
areas will be. ‘‘grandfathered” in 
with the new zoning change.

Annual 
influenza immunization is rec- 
ommended for most people, 
beginning for children at age 6 
months to protect against out- 
breaks which’ generally occur 
from’ November to March in 


‘Dear Editor, 


On March 1, 1979 when 
Coffee County Sheriff Neil 
Grantham was murdered, we did 
not have any idea of the horren- 
dous nightmare we would be 
living 28 years later. 

In 1981 Neil’s Murderer was 
put on trial for capital murder. 
District’ Attorney, Lewey 
Stephens prosecuted Bill Joe 
Magwood and go a death penal- 
ty conviction on June 31, 1981. 
Thankfully, DA Stephens never 
wavered from that conviction 
and he never asked the courts to 
remove Magwood from death 
row. During the later hearings, 
DA Joel Folmar. picked up the 
case and pursued justice for Neil © 
and for the State of Alabama. He 
also never waivered and never 
asked the courts to remove 
Magwood from death row. Until 
now, we have always been 
under the impression that dis- 
trict attorneys fight for justice 
for law-abiding citizens. 

Magwood’s case is still in the 
appeals process: On April 23, 
1997 Magwood’s New York 
based attorneys filed an appeal 
in the United States Middle 
District Court in Montgomery. 
In July 200, the Grantham fami- 
ly met with Attorney General 
Pryor and asked for his help in 
getting the U.S. Middle District 
Court to rule. 

In 2004 when Troy King 
became Attorney General, the 
Grantham family met with A 

ing ‘and asked for his help. The 

. Middle. District Court still 
had not ruled on Magwood’s 
appeal after 7 years. Attorney 
General King promised « the 
Grantham family he would do 
everything he could to get jus- 
tice for Neil, for all slain law 
enforcement officers and all vic- 
tims. He pledged that we would 
never stand alone. General King 
kept his word. He filed a man- 
damus with the 11°? Circuit 
Court of Appeals in Atlanta ask- 
ing them to order the Middle 
District Court to rule. On April 
9, 2007 (almost 10 years to the 
date) Judge Myron Thompson 
ruled on the appeal that was 
filed in his court on April 23, 
1997. He ruled the death penal- 
ty was not the correct sentence 
for the murderer of a law 
enforcement officer; therefore, 
he vacated the death penalty and 
sent the case back to the Coffee 
County Circuit Court for 
Magwood to be resentenced. 
Once again the Grantham fami- 
ly went to Attorney General 
King and asked for his help. He 
promised this family he would 
appeal all the way to the United 
States Supreme Court if neces- 
sary. He is keeping that promise 
as he has filed an appeal with

Even before the Series started, rumors of a fix had 
begun circulating. They became so widespread 
that, a week after Cincinnati won 
the Series, Comiskey offered 
$20,000 to anyone who provided 
evidence of wrongdoing.

Elba City Council adopts revamped business license schedule

The Elba City Council adopt- 
ed a completely revamped busi- 
ness license schedule Monday 
evening. This was done at the 
urging of the. Alabama 
Department of Revenue in an 
effort to create uniformity of 
wording in municipal license 
schedules through the state. 

The entire 10,084-word 
license ordinance may be read 
in this issue and the next two 
issues of The Elba Clipper. The 
new schedule will go into effect 
on January 1, 2008. 

In presenting the completed 
document to council members 
Mayor James Grimes had high 
praise for staffers at City Hall 
who worked long and hard to 
ensure the completed schedule 
was as accurate as possible. He 
singled out both Tina» Morgan 
and Pat Boothe for their efforts 
in assisting the mayor and city 
clerk during the months devoted 
to the project. 

Grimes noted that anything of 
this magnitude may have some 
unseen bugs, but if found, those 
can be corrected before 2009 


David T. Sutton joined the 
Coffee County EMS team one 
year ago.

The councilmen, approved the 
new schedule unanimously. 

Grimes also reviewed the 11- 
month financial report (through 
August) with the council mem- 
bers, He noted income is lower 
than anticipated for the 11 
months when the budget was 


being prepared, but’ a quick 
Weview of the financial state- 


ment shows this was due ‘to 
lower amounts: of grant funds 
than anticipated. He added that 
flipping to the back page would 
show. that total operating 
expenses had also been kept 
below budgeted amounts. 

The mayor said the recent 
downtown paving work will be 
paid in October, thus it will be 
reported in the new fiscal year 

Grimes also asked the council 
to approve the monthly bills for 
payment, He quickly noted they 
were “a good bit” higher than 
usual, but that could be account- 
ed for in two accounts, 

One was the annual auditor's 
fees and the other was payment 
of the environmental work start- 
ed in 2004 in connection with 
the Toledo Molding building 
construction, The cost was 


$27,500. Total bills for the 
month amounted to 
$145,538.61. 

Other. high number _ bills 


included the monthly transfer to 
the school system ($13,789); 
gasoline ($9,297.32); city utili- 
ties ($15,210.87); bank. note 
($15,557.64); routine engineer- 
ing ($5,887.90) and $2,000 for 
youth recreation uniforms and 
equipment. 

Police Chief Freddy Hanchey 
reported an additional certified 
officer would begin working 
with the department about 
October 15". He added, howev- 
er, that an existing officer was 
also leaving about the same time 
to begin work with the Alabama 
prison department at the local 
work release. However, the one 
officer cadet now in school 
should be back for regular duty 
as a certified officer before 
Thanksgiving. 

City Clerk Wayne Grantham 
reported city wide clean-up is 
continuing and Elba citizens can 
expect a nice end product, He 
added that the airport renovation 
work is going well and that also 
should be a nice end product.
